The application has been amended as follows: 

In the Claim: 

"a) folding a substrate for accepting a microelectronic element having a length in a first 
portion, said substrate having at least one folding portion, said folding including" (claim 1, lines 
3-6) has been changed to: 

—a) providing a substrate having a length in a first portion to mount a microelectronic 
element therein said substrate having at least one folding portion; 

b) folding the substrate by-. 

"engages said" (claim 1, line 1 1) has been changed to: —engages the first portion and 
folding portion of said--. 

"thereby" (claim 1, line 14) has been deleted. 
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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
references fail to teach or suggest the method of making a microelectronic package as claimed by 
the present invention, specially the limitation of folding the substrate by a die having a engaging 
surface (as known as single/unitary engaging surface) that engages the first and folding portions 
of the substrate in such away to make or cause the substrate to extend over the entire length of 
the microelectronic element in combination with other limitations are allowed over the prior art 
references.
